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CONSOLIDATION OF SCHOOLS iS 
’ PLANNED 





By following the suggestion made 
by Mrs. Grace C. Stanley, county 
superintendent of schools, the stand- 
ard of the outlying schools ot San 
Bernardino county may be raised a 
hundred per cent. In a recent com- 
munication to the districts Mrs. Stan- 
ley suggests t 17 of the districts 
consolidate into eight districts thus 
obtaining the advantage of addition- 
al funds and larger schools. 


By Mrs. Stanley’s plan, Valley and 
Pioneer districts, both below Chino, 
would be united, four ag the districts 
in Cajon would be made into two dis- 
tricts, and other consolidations would 
take place on the desert. 

-“The present emergency must be 

f some way,” said Mrs. Stanley, 
“and I have suggested nothing that 
is not feasible: I have urged that the 
districts try this means of increasing 
their funds for this coming year and 
should the eo prove unsat- 
isfactory there is nothing to keep 
them from reverting to the old plan 
next year. It would mean that by 
pooling the county and state funds 


jsalaries suitable for the work to be 


done could be paid.” 
“The districts must decide upon 


aitheir course of action-by July 1 to 


have it effective this year and it is 
most probable ghat Mrs. Stanley’s 
suggestion will De taken up. 


DELINQUENCY OF TAXES FOR 
YEAR IS SMALL 





; That the county is epfoying pros- 
perity not recorded in many years is 
indicated by the smallness of the de- 
linquent taxes. 


Announcement of the amount of} 


the tax collections for the year was 
made yesterday by C. BE. Hammer, 
chief deputy in the office of Auditor 
S. G. Berger. 

A total of $1,883,495.72 in taxes of 
all kinds, school, county, city, state 
and special districts, was charged 
and of this amount Tax Collector C. 
Wie— collected $1,817,501.62. 
This is both the 1 first and ‘second half 
taxes. 

The balance of $65,994.20 is the 
amount’ of taxes that went delin- 
quent. This is 3% per cent of the 
total taxes charged. 

The books were closed yesterday, 
five days in advance of the time they 
are due to close,’ the fast work be- 
ing the result of the cvoperation be- 
tween “the tax collector and auditor’s 
office. 

Tax Collector Van Wie aided ma- 
terially in.the collection of taxes by 
making a tour of the county on a 
schedule for the receiving of taxes. 

Settlement with the state was pre- 
pared yesterday, and the county pays 
to the st&e treasurer $30,520.37, rep- 
resenting various items due the state. 
During the period when the county 
received a reimbursement under 
amendmert No. 1, the state paid the 
county money but since last year 
the trend of money has reversed due 
to the withdrawal of the reimburse- 
ment.

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HARMONY AND UNITY THE RE- 
PUBLICAN SLOGANS - 





The Republican nationai convention 
which will assemble at Chicago on 
June 8th will be in many respects 
the most important national gather- 
ing of the party since in that great 
mid-west city which has been the 
scene of so many Republican na- 
tional conventions, Lincoln was nam- 
ed for the presidency in the historic 
wigwam on the shores of Lake 
Michigan. 

The convention will be of surpass- 
{ng interest not only because of the 
contest for the presidential nomina- 
tion, participated in by the adherents 
of sO many strong candidates, but 
because it is generally recognized 
that at this convention will be nam- 
ed the riext president of the United 
States, and the platform adopted will 
foreshadow the program to be devel- 
oped 9t Washington by the execu- 
tive and legislative branches of gov- 
ernment during the next four years. 


It is especially important that at 
this important time in party and na- 
tional history Republicans generally 
should gubordinate individual aims 
and personal ambitions to the gen- 
eral good of a cause which is far 
larger and vastly more important 
than the interests or desires of any 
individual or group could be. 

Healthful, wholesome rivalries for 
posts of party leadership within a 
political party are a sign of vitality 
and not of decadence. It is impor- 
tant that in such contests’ there 
should be a fair field and no favor or 
discrimination. 


But partisanship for individuals 
should never become such an obses- 
sion that the larger good of party 
and of country are forgotten in the 
violence of support or antagonism. 
It would scarcely be possible for 
‘the, Republican party. do." kela anis- 
take in the selection of a standard 
bearer this year, so strong is the 
field of candidates at hand from 
which to make a selection. In the 
preliminary contests for election of 
delegates to the convention every 
candidate and element has been giv- 
en a square deal by the national 
aprty organization. The choice of 
a candidate, when made, will repre- 
sent the deliberate judgment of na- 
tional Republicanism. 

Just at present administration or- 
gans throughout the country are 
making much of the theory that Re- 
publicans are again going to hand 
control of the country over to a min- 
ority party through a “split” or 
“bolt” in the convention, followed, 
possibly, by the formation of a “new 
party.” ‘ 

In all these vain imaginings the 
wish is father to the thought. Seven 
years of Democratic maladministra- 
tion are the fruitage of former Re- 
publican division. With that object 
lesson before them Republicans. do 
not intend to commit again so cal- 
amitous an error. 

Now as never before is a time for 
Republican unity and harmony. It 
is a time for sending to the rear all 
factional leaders who place selfish 
personal welfare of their party and 
country. 

The nominee of the Chicago con- 
vention will be the next president of 
the United States. The Republican 
party is much stronger with the peo- 
ple of this country today than any 
individual within or without the Re- 
publican party. The people are anx- 
iously awaiting the hour when they 
may constitutionally turn the Demo- 
cratic party out of power, and re- 
store to national authority the altern- 
ative party which for half a century 
so intelNigently, faithfully, patriotic- 
ally and successfully served the na- 
tion—National Republican. 


ONE OF THE PEOPLE 


In New Zealand the other day on 
his tour of the British possessions, 
the Prince of Wales ran into a rail- 
road strike. All traffic was stopped. 
However, the prince was informed 
that there would be no difficulty in 
finding men to run the royal train, 
though the trainmen would not run 
trains for the people. 

“That being so,” the prince re- 
sponded, “they cannot run trains for 
me. I am one of the people.” 

It was a politic remark. We have 
no reason to doubt his sincerity in 
uttering it. Much water has run 
down stream since the Stuarts af- 
flicted England and it was held that 
the people gained their rights thru 
the favor of the monaréh. It involv- 
ed considerable trouble to convince 
that haughty line of kings that they 
were in error as to their belief that 
they held power by gift of God. To 
demonstrate that the people were 
supreme the Scotch line was kicked 
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‘lout and set aside for a German altogether economic solution of hand-

While it is understood that the oc- 
cupant of the British throne is a 
mere figurehead, if preserving ancient 
forms of government while operating 
as a democracy pleases the Britons, 
it is not our part to object. If they 
insist on having a king it is fortu- 
nate that they are promised as sen- 
sible a successor to the present one 
as the Prince of Wales appears to 
be.—San Bernardino Sun. 


CAR SHORTAGE MENACES SUR- 
PLUS CROP OF STATE 





With the prevailing car shortage 
looming up ominously and with no 
apparent relief to come for a matter 
of months, merchants, manufacturers, 
traffic officials and business men gen- 
erally are daily becoming more con- 
cerned with ways and means that may 
prevent a disastrous tie-up of indus- 
try such as marked the car shortage 
era of 1907. 

It is being accepted as a foregone 
conclusion that the outlook for relief 
is so far distant that California cit- 
rus, vegetable and fruit growers 
stand to lose millions of doljlars in 
perishables that they will be unable 
to get to the eastern market. 

Car Shortage Causes Waste 

In view of a 70 per cent world crop 
production, a 55 per cent prceduction 
in the United States and, on the other 
hand, an estmated 125 per cent pro- 
duction for California, this state is 
facing a situation in which its sur- 
plus, so greatly needed in the eastern 
markets, will suffer stagnation and 
ruinous loss unless herculean meas- 
ures are taken to save it. 

With a 35 per cent increase in 
crop acreage, the cantaloupe growers 
are assured of only 40 per cent of 
the cars necessary to move the crop 
to market. With over 2000 cars al- 
ready behind normal schedule, citrus 
growers are contemplating the possi- 
bility of a goodly portion of the 
crop remaining on the trees. Vege- 
table growers are reported as al- 
ready plowing under thousands of 
tons of edible vegetables and are ap- 
pealing to the city to relieve them 
of the necessity of plowing under 
thousands of tons more. 

Grape Growers Hit Hard 

vt development of the situation re- 
ported “today* ig ‘t6 the effect that 
wine-grape growers of Southern Cali- 
fornia, with over 250,000 tons of wine 
grapes already contracted for by 
eastern buyers at $55 a ton, will in 
all probability stand to suffer practic- 
ally a total loss of the crop, Cars 
will not be provided for them, it is 
said, because of their ultimate dis- 
position into wine and grape juice, 
whereas more essential fruits are in 
such demand. ~ 

Dr. George P. Clements, horticul- 
turist of the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce,..sees in the situation but 
one saving solution; which he empha- 
sizes as of the tumost importance not 
only for the present, but as the log- 
ical and economic thing to do for all 
time—the dehydration of fruits and 
vegetables. 

Dehydration Best Recourse 
The. significance of reducing perish- 
able fruit and vegetables to one- 
twentieth their green weight and 
bulk, without impairing flavor, tex- 
ture or quality, when cited in figures 
of car tonnage that could thereby be 
dispensed with, 4 striking when com- 
pared with the need for transporta- 
tion economy just now.

impression that a federal board for 
vocational education is every where 
inefficient and ungenerous, be it 

Resolved, that we, the associated 
federal students of the University of 
California, in justice to the Federal 
Board California District No. 12, lo- 
cated in San Francisco, hereby ex- 
press our appreciation of the uni- 
formly. courteous, fair and generous 
treatment accorded us by the federal 
board for District No. 12 and its 
representatives; and be it further 

Resolved, that copies of this reso- 
lution ‘be forwarded to the American 
Legion Weekly and the Federal 
Board for Vocational Education, Dis- 
trict No. 12, and to all local papers 
round the bay. 

Uncle Sam now has 35,000 former 
service Anen on his civil service pay- 
roll, who have become connected 
with the government service during 
the past ten months. The law reads 
that such men shall be given prefer- 
ence, and preference claims have 
been filed by 55,000 but only 35,000 
were able to pass the examination 
for the position they sought.
